Finding of Another Man's Hat Besides] 
Dead Man's Leads tho Police to 
. Relieve Ho Was Murdered 

In the terrific and damaging storm of 
Thursday night, at tbo corner of South 
Utica street and Ravine avenue, a tragedy 
of either suicide or murder was on acted, 
the evidence tending to the latter theory 
although tbo fierce downpour of tbe rnifl 
has washed out valuable traces of tho sup- 
posed crime. Tho victim was an Armenian, 
Krikor or Laxams Ogassisn, whose almost 
lifeless body was found at eleven-thirty 
Thursday night by William and Frederick 
Hograwe, who resident 233 George nvenue.; 

This Is the story a* related to a Gazette 
reporter: 

"My brother Will and I'were on our 
way homo and were taking th'e north aide 
of Ravine avenue, We found the body of 
a man at tho corner of South Utica and' 
Ravine avenue. He was lying on his 
stomach, one hand clutched to his breast 
while in the right hand ho held a revolver.' 
The blood was streaming down over his 
bead. I think that he bled tbroueh tbe 
nose. 

"I went out to tbo ditch where he was 
lying and carefully turned blm over. First 
,1 thought it was a case of drunk. But he 
was pretty still for a drunken man and 
that is why I went ont. It was raining 
hard and I thought that if ho was a drunk 
he would set pretty wet out there. 

"1 turned htm over and found that there 
was still, some '^lfe,4&.hta'i '^because, ha, 
gruriled"6nce. Will and I draggedf'nlm 
under a tree and then we called for the 
police. Officer Hentges answered and a 
while after Undertaker Bower removed tho 
dead body to bis rooms. .That's all I know 
about It." ;

BOY DIES 

IN THE 
FLOOD 

The saddest burden that the turbid, 
swirling waters of the. creak bisecting 
Waukegan over bore was that which floated 
down tho bosom of tbe rapid current lost 
Thursday and was picked tip near Wash- 
ington street by a party composed of Frank 
Whlddon .and brotbor Henry Woyer. It 
waa tbe body of a pretty, fair haired little 
boy, the son of Joseph Denman, of 414 
Jackson street. 

The boy was playing on the steep banks 
of the creek near Jackson street, on which 
the family lives, at I ''O'clock- Thursday 
afternoon, It is supposed. Under Jackson 
street through si large pipe rushes a flood 
of black waters, fed into the creek farther 
north and west, so that here the creek cur- 
rent is all that a man can breast, and tho 
stream is four feet or more in depth. 

Young Denman fell ia either from the 
culvert or from tbe bank and was borne 
away by the angry waters deepita his baby 
cries, ringing out with" no one to hear. 

His parents missed him soon -and the 
anxious father reported to' the police and 
then went on the Bearch himself, oven go- 
ing to tho West End Park in search of hie 
white-haired eon. One party, composed of 
the mon named above started out at Jack- 
son street, and another comprising officer 
Will Davis and fire marshall Button start- 
ed at tbo lake and both patties came to- 
gether. AH along tho crook ' they went 
after the tiny lad's hat had been found on 
its bank and found nothing until a point 
between the Relland Dr. Foley properties 
and' in tho roar of the Hoyt. residence was 
reached, just north of tho Washington 
street cut vert. Hero, caught in tho branch 
of n low growing shrub, thoy found' tho 
tiny body, lifeless,; with a took of peace 
upon the face. It had been carried down 
by thct current for 'nearly a mile. 

Tenderly it was removed and placed on 
a groBsplot, whence a bit later it was taken 
to' the Larson : and Conrad rooms to be 
claimed by the frantlo mother and her 
grieving husband, All evauing rough men 
viewed it, and turned pale,' and thought of 
.their own children at home. 
' The inquest was held at nine o'clock on 
the arrival of Coroner Taylor, from Liberty* 
vlllo, ■'; The verdictiwias accidental drown- 
ing, Joseph Donman, the father, after 
whom tbe boy was namedr attended. The 
body was found by Frank Whldden,

Here' there was a 
struggle in which the hats of tbe fighter's 
were tost and Ogasslan's opponent drew a 
revolver and shot. Ogossian was hit, but 
managed to reach the front of the. street, 
where ho foil Into tbe ditch and was found 
a few moments later by tbe Hogrowes. 

The police raided the 'district' and took 
up several men wbo seemed to know about 
the tragedy. They are sanguine' that the 
culprit, if there be one, will he captured, 
and ore using all efforts, 
- Chief Qrady released .the Armenian, ar- 
rested under suspicion that bo was tbe 
murderer of Ogaasian.' The 'man was tin 
Oak street baker and had charge' of Ogas- 
slan's money, amounting to several hundred 
dollars. In addition 1 to this Pgossian was 
arretted a short time ago at the instance 
of the suspect on tbe charge, of alien in ting 
his wifo's affections. The man. did hot 
weaken, and in tho possession of fresh clues 
that set them. to work under double press- 
ure, the police lot him go.

John Sclimltz Killed by Explosion In 

Basement of Burned Building, nnd 

the Loss by Fire Is $35,000 

One of tbe most disastrous fires seen in 
Kenosha in many years broke out nt 10 
o'clock Monday morning in tbe basement 
of the store room in the Calkins building 
on Main street and before tbe flames bad 
been extinguished one life had. been lost 
and property valued at over 830,000 de- 
stroyed. 

John Schmitz, a son of William Schmitz, 
perished In the basement of the Pitts store 
during tbo fire. 

Tbo Kenosha . postoffice was practically 
gutted by tbe (lames and tbe business of 
tbe office has been transferred to a room 
on tho second floor of the Monaghan build- 
on Market street. 

The loss from the fire is estimated at 
from 835,000 to 940,000 with insurance of 
$25,000. 

The story of the fearful fire which re- 
sulted in such a property loss and the loss 
of the life of young Schmitz will probably 
never be fully told as the only one who 
could have told of tbe origin of tbe fire 
was tbe young man whose charred and 
blackened body lies in the Hanson morgue. 
It was just before 10 o'clock thnt the 
warning of tho fire was sent out from tbe 
power house and people hurrying alone 
Main street saw a tbin lino of smoke is- 
suing from the side basement windows of 
the postoffice. - In a minute the column of 
smoke grew thicker and denser and before 
tbe members of tbe fire department could 
make the run to the burning building the 
entire structure wns filled with smoke. For 
more than two hours the firemen continued 
to work on tho building, fighting a des- 
perate fight against the smoke and flames 
BJail in, that, tiine^the fire was under control. 
However, In the two hours it- had _been 
burning, the building had been gutted. 
The Pitts stock is regarded as almost a 
total Iobb and the fixtures and furniture of 
the postoffice are damaged beyond repair. 
A minute before tbe dense smoke, began 
to pour into the buildings young Schmitz 
had gone to tbe basement of the Pitts store 
carrying a lamp He had intended to fill a 
can with asphalt urn paint, It is thought 
possible that the young man slipped and 
threw tbe lamp into a barrel', of, .some ex- 
plosive material, for a short time later the 
men in the store, heard tho report of an 
explosion and a cry for help and then all 
waa still. It is thought that the boy was 
instantly Killed in the explosion as the 
charred remains show 'that his legs were 
blown off. 

Tbe men in tho postoffice were just pre* 
paring for the coming of the heavy 10 
o'clock mail when the "smoke came pouring 
into the building. Postmaster Maloney 
recognized tho danger in the situation at 
once and ordered all the property' of tbe 
government to be carried to a place ' of 
safety at once.. In the building were 8600 
worth of- stamps nnd stamped envelopes, 
cash and money orders to a large amount 
and all of the mail that bad been received 
during tbe day. Calling in the aid of 
sight-Beers this .mail, money and stamps 
were hurriedly transferred to buildings in 
tbe neighbor hood and it is thought that 
nearly all of the government property was 
Baved. 

The first care was given to tho postoffice 
and when this property bad been removed, 
the band of rescuers which now numbered 
huudreds went to tho Pitts store. But the 
Buioko had bo filled thoy building that it 
was impossible to. force .an entrance nnd 
the stock was left a prey to the rapidly 
spreading flamea, 

W hen it was found that tbo SchmilK boy- 
was 8till.in.ihe building hundreds of peo- 
ple gathered in front of the store .anxious 
to aid the firemen in tho work of attempt- 
ed rescue. Dancer of a wholesale, slaugh- 
ter from oxyloBlonswoa apparent and tbe 
polico officers, assisted by deputy sheriffs 
and special officers, were forced to flgbt 
tbo crowd back, Uopea were finally stretch- 
ed and these' in a meausure kept back the 
crowds. , : y.-, 

liVhen tbo flames .bad finally been ex- 
tinguished the firemen began the search 
fortba.body of Schnutz in the basement 
and for more lhan thirty minutes tbe search 
w as uhre warded and a faint hope of the 
boy's i .escape thrilled the crow;d,r About 
this time Capt..Ieermann touched the body' 
of the boy. It wm buried under: several 
feet of .water. in the very center of the 
basement, : Tenderly the" tanglndi remains 
were token up and removed, to. the street, 
where thoy wore placed in a basket and 
taken to tho morgue. Both legs had been 
carried away by tho explosion and tbe face 
hadi.been ; terribly charred by tbe flame*.

TRAINS . 
COME 
TOGETHER 

In, the presence of 800 delegates to Ibe 
international railway congress, who visited 
Pittsburg Tuesday, George WestinEhouBe 
showed, how easy it is lo wreck a train 
without cnusing any. damage. The col- 
lision which Mr, Westinghouse aifdnged' 
for the entertainment of tho visitors took 
place on the Inter WorkB Railroad wliTcrT 
is owned by the Westinghouse interests. 

A train was made up, compoeed r of fifty 
steel cars which -bad just, been received 
from the shops. This train waa divided 
into three sections. Two of the sections 
were allowed to remain stationary on the 
track, with a space of about fifty yards be- 
tween them. The third section, with an 
ordinary engine attached, was then drawn 
away a distance oE two miles. 

Tbe engineer pulled open tbe throttle 
and tbe section of the train dashed down 
the track at a speed of forty miles an hour. 
'There was a crash as tho rear of the mov- 
ing train dashed into the cars which were 
Blanding on tbe track. But instead of » the 
cars piling up on the tracks in a twisted 
mass, there was just a alight quiver and 
then they settled down on the track again, 
at tbe same time all three "of tbe sections 
coupling together automatically. Tbe cars 
and engine, were equipped with a friction 
draft gear, which, it is claimed, will abso- 
lutely prevent wrecks of this kind. 

After tbe first test, Mr. Westinghouse 
had attached to the train a single phase 
electric locomotive and tbe tame . experi- 
ment waa mnde. This is the first time an 
electric locomotive has ever drawn such a 
number of cars; The visitors were astound- 
ed at the success of the experiment. 

The delegates arrived ia the morning in 
two special trains from Attoona. Tbey 
were taken at once to the plant of tho 
Westinghouse Company and the greater 
_part of the day wus spent there, although 
tripa-were made' to other manufacturing 
concerns throughout the city, particularly. 
those devoted to railroad work.

An official French message from 
Sal go ii last week announced that Nc- 
bogutoft'a squadron hud Joined Itojcst- 
veil sky. No locality 1b named, but In 
order thnt definite Information should 
coino th i-o ugh Saigon Rojcst veil sky 
must still be close to the Indo-Chlnn 
shore. From St. Petersburg wo are 
told that ItoJcsivcusky'K fleet will now 
bo divided Into threo squadrons, with 
Voolkersnm In comiunad of tho bat- 
tle ships, Enqulst In -command of tho 
cruisers and Nobogntoff In command 
of a scouting force. - 

At Inst, one would think, Itojcstven- 
sky must be ready to start on the final 
singe of big adventure, whether his In- 
tention bo to seek out Togo directly or 
to endeavor to mako Vladivostok af- 
ter evading a battle. And yet nn Im- 
mediate sea fight has been so often 
predicted, even In qunrtcra where tho 
Ilusslnn plans nrc presumably best 
known, that again a chance for delay 
may bo found. 

It 1b close to a thousand miles from 
the Indo-Chlna coast to Formosa. It Is 
another thousand miles from there to 
the Straits of Korea. To Vladivostok 
is, say, 500 miles further, A round- 
about course to the cast of Japan 
would Increase the distance to Vladlvo- 
stoek by probably 1,500 miles. From 
Formosa northward Japan possesses 
a continuous series of small Islands, 
from which torpedo boats could carry 
on raids should Rojcstvensky puss that 
way. Unless Hojcstvcnsky steers out 
to the open sen a pitched butllc may bo 
fought In the Straits of Korea. 

The neutrality discussion has occu- 
pied the tending place In the "war 
news" of the week. It has been vol- 
uble, but not satisfying. France has 
had the Inst word by declaring that her 
neutrality Is different from any other 
neutrality In the world — a statement 
which no one will feel disposed to dis- 
pute. 

The rest of the world, however, may 
have difficulty in comprehending the 
niceties of French neutrality. One fact 
Is apparent. The Russian fleet, under 
friendly shelter of tho French harbors, 
bus been enabled to prepare Itself for 
battle with Togo or to prey upon Japa- 
nese commerce. Without the friendly 
assistance of France the Russian fleet 
could not have rounded tho Cape of 
Good Hope or reached tho Island of 
Madagascar. . It could not have crossed 
the Indian Ocean. It would not have 
waited four weeks for the arrival of 
reinforcements. 

The "raid" of the Vladivostok squad- 
ron, which a week ago promised some 
diversion, came to naught. The ltus< 
slnu torpedo boats sunk several small 
Japanese merchant steamers and 
scurried buck to Vladivostok. The ad- 
venture was hardly worth the conl It 
cost. Two larger Russian ships are re- 
ported to have been sighted near the 
Tsugarl Straits, but the surmise of 
naval officers that they are cruisers 
sent from Vladivostok to scout the Fu- 
el lie along the eastern coast of Japan 
Is yet to be realized. 

The land campaign In Manchuria ap- 
parently Is developing rapidly, and 
there arc Indications that Oyama Is 
about to begin his turning movement 
to the eastward In order to drive the 
Russians out of Klrlu and Isolate Vla- 
divostok. 

The military situation Is similar In 
Its conditions to that just preceding 
the battle of Mukden. The two armies 
are face to face along a front of near- 
ly 100 miles, both astride the railroad. 
The extreme Japanese right Is In the 
mountains to the east, while the left 
stretches across the railroad to tho 
plains of the west. 

Since May 5 the armies In Manchuria 
have Indulged in a number of skir- 
mishes, but there Is uo Indication that 
n Japanese advance In force has be- 
guu. Apparently the Russians retreat- 
ed further than was necessary after 
the battle of Mukden. Oynma's ad- 
vance lines are from 30 to GO miles 
north of Tlellng, with his main force 
probably at Tlellng or south of it. The 
extreme extension of the Hues Is about 
100 miles east and west. 

Oyama lias been following his old 
plans, building ronds, constructing de- 
fenses ii nd repairing the railroad, eo 
that he will have full facilities of trans, 
port and will be assured of a safe po- 
sition for resistance in the contingency 
of a reverse. No sign of a land move- 
ment agaiiiBt Vladivostok 1ms yet de- 
veloped, and tho reported movements 
of Russia n troops In northern Korea 
have no material slgnl Ilea nee. 

Oynma's strategy is not of the kind 
that can he fathomed. The tactics of 
Mukden were not those of Llaovnng, 
although Kouropatklu thought they 
were. 



Strawberries Gone to Waste, 
Last week there was a scarcity of 
strawberries In northern* markets and 
conseqcntly enhanced prices; at the same 
time nt Chniihourne, N. C„ more than 
$200,000 worth of the berries rotted bo- 
cause of tho lack of shipping facilities. 
Northern com mission men were on the 
ground ready to give $3 a crate for tho 
berries provided they could tdiip them, 
but means for this purpose were denied 
and many teams had to bo cngiigcd to 
haul the berries to tho river, where they 
were dumped, 

AIL Hccords Ilroketi, 

Tuesday, in New York, all records for 
tho 'Immigration of aliens were broken. 
Nearly 15,000 Immigrants were In the 
port of that city, and of that number 
fully 7,000 passed *lli rough the inspection 
gates at Kills Islnnd. Tho balance, ru-. 
mnlited on hoard their respective ships 
until' the next morning. The facilities 
at the Island for taking care of the 'In-' 
coaling aliens were swamped. Tlioso 
who passed through the gates were han- 
dled with the greatest rapidity, possible 
under tho circumstances by nn augment*

Marquette, Kan., practically lies In 
ruins, nnd at. least twenty.four per- 
sons were killed and nearly 100 In- 
jured by a tornado which swept tho 
reside ncc part of the village while the 
1,300 occupants of the houses were 
asleep, 

Early Tuesday morning there wns a 
tcrrlnu roar from the south, and what 
had been a gnlo became a hurricane. 
Gathering fury, as It swept through 
the town, It lashed Itself Into a torna- 
do and cut a clean swath through the 
residence section, almost dodging the 
business part of tho village. 

The work of destruction was done 
within ten minutes. Persons sleeping 
or In their beds nnd frightened women 
and children, nwnkencd by the blasts 
and crouching lit terror, were In most 
enscs knocked over by' the terrific on- 
slaught which loosened the houses 
from their foundations or sent them 
crashing to the ground. 

In a score of cases roofs were taken 
from the bouses and carried hundreds 
qf ynrds. Ncnrly all the structures 
were of wood, mid the side of one of 
these was blown In, killing a family 
of five as It slept. Several others, who 
had rushed from their dwellings when 
they feared to renin In longer in them, 
were killed or Injured by flying tlm- 
bors. Two men, rushing from their 
houses just as tho final blast came, 
wore killed by chimneys, which crum- 
bled like egg shells.

The London Times, In « strong edito- 
rial warning to Franco of the cxtrcmi 
dinger and gravity of the situation la 
to* far East nnd appealing to that got- 
eminent not to treat the Japanese pro- 
tests llsht-hoartedly, says It has reason 
to believe that Foreign Secretory Lnns- 
downe has spoken very strongly to ths 
French .government ou the breaches of 
neutrality permitted to tho Russian Pa- 
clflc squadron.

Great Structure Which the New York 
Central Will ICrcct. 

The plans -for tho New York Central 
station In Now York have at last been 
made public. Tho plans involre the ubo 
of an area of moro than nineteen city 
blocks, between Forty-second and Fifty- 
seventh streets, Madison nnd Lexington 
avenues. The suburban trains will be 
on a lower level than the -express trains. 
The suburban concourse will provide for 
nine tracks. Tbo express concourse will 
be slightly depressed below tho street 
level, and will provide for 22 passenger 
trnin tracks, 2 baggage tracks, 2 mall 
tracks and 8 express tracks, making 43 
tracks In all, Tho main entrance to the 
station Is on Forty-second street. 

The architectural composition U three 
massive arches, each arch being 35 feet 
wide and 00 feet high. Beyond these 
arches onn enters nn . enormous ' ticket 
lobby at the street level, 00 by 300 feet. 
On the right of this lobby, and prac- 
tically a part thereof, Is the outgoing 
baggage room. After purchasing one's 
ticket and checking ono's baggage, one 
proceeds to the express train by entering 
a gallery overlooking tho grand con- 
course, and thenca to this concourse, 
which Is on tho level of the express 
tracks. This concourse Is approached by 
four 'grand staircases, each 25 foet la 
width. It Is tho largest In tho world, 
being 100 by 470 feet, and 150 feet high, 
with wide entrances at each end, extend- 
ing to Madison and Lexington avenues. 
The waiting rooms contain twice tho 
area of the waiting rooms In the Grand 
Central station ns It Is at present. At 
the subway level there Is provided a loop 
for quickly dispatching the suburban 
trains, and provision has also bcea made 
for a possible connection with the rapid 
transit system, An officer of ths com- 
pany states that the cost of . the new 
terminals and the "electrification of the, 
same will be between 120,000,000 and 
$25,000,000.

over $1,000,000. An award of $25,- 
000,000 Indemnity to the United States 
was felt to bo excessive, though njt 
larger In proportion than tho amount 
agreed on for tho other nations thnt 
marched to tho relief or foreigners In 
Pekln, But tho Idea of taking the 
amount awarded Is distasteful to this 
country for several reasons. It is far 
too much, under the clrcu instances, 
and China's helplessness appeals to 
sympathy, The plight of the Immense 
Chinese empire excites compassion. Its 
territory Is n battle ground for other 
nations, and the neutrnllty of Its har- 
bors Is violated by belligerents, Non- 
resistance Is ft terribly poor national 
policy. On tho part of tho United 
States there Is n sincere wish that 
China may. ha, able to claim a place 
among nations In which It can not be 
wantonly Imposed upon.

Americans do not want the 
money as a wlndfnll. They wish for 
China better times and national se- 
curity, n position In the world where It 
can respect Itself nnd- command the re- 
spect of others. The relinquishment 
of the $22,000,000 will strike the peo- 
ple of the United Slates favorably.

From the United States Census Bu- 
reau 1ms recently come the report of 
the first complete census of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Nearly eight thousand 
people wcro employed In gathering the 
statistics, and nil but 125 of them 
were native Filipinos. This census, 
therefore, Is the first In modern times 
which a tropical people have matle of 
themselves. Many. Interesting facts 
were disclosed by the canvass of the 
Islands, In tbo first place, It was 
fou nil that the population numbered 
7,000,000; that near 7,000,000 possessed 
some degree, of civilization nnd pro- 
fessed the Christian religion. It was 
also discovered that almost the whole 
population live In villages, aa there 
are nearly 14,000 villages wlth^aa^av- 
erage population of tiOO. Of Hie larger 
towns.) 35 have 5,000 population each; 
four have 10,000; and Manila has 220,- 
000. The people own the houses, or 
*'hnls," In which they live— only 
per cent of the houses nre rented — 
and the farmers own their farms. 
About 4,000 children nro enrolled In 
the schools, and they arc said to bo 
eager to learn. Tho night-schools In 
Manila, 21 In number, have an enrol- 
ment of more than 4,000 adults who 
are studying English. 

The Cuban minister, Senor Gonsalo 
Quesada, says that In some respects 
Havana can give Washington n few 
points on the management of .schools, 
writes n correspondent from the capi- 
tal. Some mouths ngu the municipal 
authorities of Ilnvnnn Introduced n 
system which Is gradually becoming 
popular In every part of the United 
States.

MERIT BILL IS SIGNED. 

Extension of Civil Service to All Chari- 
table Institutions Approved. 

Civil service In all tho State charitable 
Institutions after Nor, 1 was Insured 
Thursday when Gov, Denccn signed tho 
niorit act. Under this bill 2,000 em- 
ployes in the institutions under tho super- 
vision of the State board of charities will 
be placed under a commission to bo ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The only mnu 
mentioned thus far for. one of tho ap- 
pointments is Representative Aaron Nor- 
den of Chicago, who Introduced tho Mil 
and was chairman of tho civil service 
committee in the House. This measure, 
known ns House bill 121, provides for 
three commissioners, who shall receive 
snlarlM of. $3,000 cncli annually. Tho 
chief examiner shall be paid $2,500. Tha 
board Is to be appointed within thirty 
days after the act becomes a law on 
July 1, that tlio work ot classifying tho 
employes of tho respective Institutions 
may bo undertaken. Tho merit system 
then will become effective on Nov. 1. It 
hns been discovered that the Judges* sal- 
ary bill failed to pass at tho last minute. 
It was amended by tho Senate and re- 
turned 'to the House, wjilch, through some 
oversight, failed to -concur. The meas- 
ure Increased the salaries of judges of 
the Circuit and Superior courts from 
$3,500 to $0,000 annually. It was made 
retroactlre, extending back to 1002. 



ORGANIST CHECKS FIRE PANIC 

Coolly Begins Selection ns Crowd In 
Church Becomes Frantic. 

But for tho presence of ntlnd of tho or- 
ganist of the Presbyterian church In 
Shnwiiectown,- who coolly played on the 
organ when tho cry of "tiro" rang out la 
the church during the commencement ex- 
erclyes of tho high school, many persons 
undoubtedly would have been seriously 
Injured and several probably killed In tho 
paulc which threatened. .Five hundred 
persons crowded tho small building, 
among them a largo number of children 
and women. A firo which originated lu 
a planing mill near by spread rapidly. 
Someone standing near tho church door 
discovered tho flames and cried out The 
light from tho fire, together with tho 
alarm sounded so near ac band, caused 
an Immediate stampede. Tho organist at 
once began rendering a lively tunc and 
tho audience hesitated for n moment. II 
that short space ot time they learned 
that the church building was la no dan- 
ger and a serious panic wns averted. The 
flames from the planing mill, which be- 
longed to Karchct & Scaaland, spread 
to the Shawncotown Ice Company's 
plant and to tbo residence of George W. 
Hubbard, destroying both buildings. The 
total loss will aggregate $30,000. 



MAY SHUT ILLINOIS MINES. , 

Coal Operators Aroased Over Passage 
of tho Shot Flrers' BUI. 

A meeting of the Illinois coal opera- 
tors has been held In Springfield to dis- 
cuss tho passage of tho shot flrers' bill. 
It is possible that a genoral shutdown of 
the State's mines will fellow. Chairman 
JustI ot the association says: "This bill 
will mako a radical change In mining con- 
ditions In Illinois. Under our agreement 
with theUnited-Miuo Workers of Illinois 
men are to shoot nnd load conl, while 
tho bill will compel operators to cm- 
ploy special men to do firing. By Insist- 
ing on the passage of tlio measure' tho 
miners have violated their agreement 
with the operators. That Is to say, they 
havo made It Impossible for the terms 
of the.ngrecmeat to bo carried out. Many 
of the operators nro la favor of abrogat- 
ing contracts." A.' general strike may 
result." 

SPIRITUALISM GETS 8300,000. 



Chicago has recently been passing 
through some of the worst labor trou- 
bles In Its history. Not since the great 
railroad strike of 1804, when President 
Cleveland sent Federal troops to the 
city to preserve order, have such 
scenes of turbulence and rioting been 
-seen as those which now are dolly tak- 1 
Jug place In Chicago's streets, Shoot- 
ing, stabbing, sandbagging and a gen- 
eral reign of lawlessness and disorder 
havo marked, the progress of the team- 
sters' strike, which now Is affecting 
nearly every business In the city. Sev- 
eral persona havo died ns the result of 
Injuries sustained In street riots and 
scores have been badly Injured. The 
non-union men employed as drivers by 
tho Employers' Teaming Company, 
which Is fighting ths teamsters on 
strike, form a large proportion of the 
victims. Many of the strikers, or their 
sympathizers, bare alio been Injured. 
Innocent persons, too, havo suffered, 
tnniiy of them having been mistaken 
for strike breakers. The non-union 
drivers are armed and freely use their 
revolvers. 

With city police nnd deputy sheriffs 
riding on wagons by tho side of non- 
union drivers, tbo business of the big' 
merchants was facilitated Tuesday to 
such an extent that they declared tha 
strike was virtually broken. At the 
same time there were no signs of 
weakening on the part ot tho strikers. 
Judge Kohtsnnt decided that the la- 
bor men named in tho Federal lnjuno 
tlon should be subpoenaed and re- 
quired to testify before Master In 
Chancery Sherman. Charles Dold, 
president of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, said that It had been agreed 
Upon by the labor men that they 
should not testify, as they had been 
advised by their 'attorneys that they 
could not be compelled to do so. 

President Dold nnd a committee 
went before State's Attorney Healy 
and asked blm* to call a special grand 
Jury to investigate tbo charges of con- 
spiracy which the labor men have 
made against members of tho Employ- 
ers' Tenmlng Company In regard to 
Intimidating. certain transfer compan- 
ies who refused to lock out their men. 
Mayor Dunno appointed a commis- 
sion to arbitrate the differences be- 
tween tho contestants, but the employ- 
ers wcro not Inclined to pay much at- 
tention to tbo commission. 

In Its statement the commission 
asks for the co-operation of all good 
citizens to aid It In Investigating the 
causes of the strike and the continued 
disturbed conditions prevailing in tho 
city. It ' says the first and supremo 
duty of the Mayor and the police Is to 
suppress violence and punish all of- 
fenders. 

Origin of ths Trouble, 
The trouble had a peculiar origin. 
Last November the garment workers 
demanded a renewal of the scale and 
a closed shop. The proprietors refused 
to grant the latter and n strike was or- 
dered. It made poor progress nnd tha 
garment workers appealed to the Fed- 
eration of Labor for 'assistance, To 
save the Federation, the Teamsters' 
Union was ordered to help, which they 
did, although they had contracts run- 
ning three years. Their grievance wns 
that they were being compelled to 
handle- non-union goods. The strike 
was particularly directed against the 
firm of Montgomery Ward & Co. Oth- 
er firms camo to their relief and there 
was formed the Employers' Teaming: 
Company, Incorporated in West Vir- 
ginia, with $1,000,000 capital. Every 
prominent merchant Is a member. The 
determined stand of the employers 
awed 1 tha strike leaders and the team- 
sters decided to call the strike off. 
When they applied for their positions 
they wore Informed that no man who 
had struck would be taken back. Then 
came the general strike of the team- 
sters. The wagons of the Employers' 
Teaming Company havo for two weeks 
been driven by non-union men obtain- 
ed from other cities, most of whom are 
negroes. In many cases a man alts be- 
side the driver with a rifle 

The battle, according to the temper 
of both sides, wilt be waged to a fin- 
ish, Charles Dold, president of the 
local Federation of Labor, says the 
struggle will be mods the supreme 
test between capital and labor In this 
country end that he Is prepared to 
call out, if necessary, every union 
man, woman nnd child In Cblcago— or 
230,000 In all. 

Tho terrorism prevailing has broken, 
to a large extent, the morals of the 
negroes Imported to act aa drivers, 
and several hundred ot them who 
reached. Chicago refused to go to work. 
Non-union men on the way to. the city 
have been attacked at various cities 
along tho route, and of 215 who left 
St Louis in one batch only 03 reached 
Chicago. The others deserted. Mean- 
time business of all kinds Is demoral- 
ized.

Bees I vis a Hearty Wslcotae In Htrlks-

President Roosevelt arrived In Chicago 
at noon Wednesday. A hearty welcome 
wns extended blm as lie stepped off the 
presidential train at the Northwestern 
station, frt"ih from his extended hunting 
trip In the West. Cov. Deucen, Mayor 
Dunne, delegations from the Merchants', 
the Hamilton and tlio Irouuols clubs, a 
committee of Aldermen and other city 
officials extended a greutlng. Admission 
to the railway station, where the presi- 
dential train pulled up, was by card only, 
yet those authorized to be present al- 
most crowded the place. 

President Itoosevelt shook hands with 
Cov. Dcneen and those who met him at 
the train steps. Immediately the visitor 
was escorted to a enrritige to be taken 
to the Auditorium Annex, where a unite 
of rooms bad been provided for the Presi- 
dent's party. 

The President wan a guest In the city 
for twelve nnd « half hours. In 'almost 
all of Hint time lie was entertained at 
some function.

distributed about the station. Besides 
these there was a detachment of cavalry 
from the -First Illinois, which with tho 
police acted aa an escort In the proces- 
sion to the hotel. Besides the regular 
United ' States secret service men who 
accompany the President eight picked 
men wcro detailed by the police 'depart- 
ment, 

Tho streets through which tho Presi- 
dent's carriage drove were lined with po- 
lice and men In uniform nnd plain clothes 
mingled with the crowds everywhere. 
There wero 4C0 policemen along the drive 
from the Northwestern station, to the 
Auditorium and an equal number In tho 
parade tram the hotel to the Hamilton 
club. In addition to these there wero 
over fifty detectives who followed, the 
President's carrlago and watched the 
crowds closely for any disturbers. 

Having arrived at the hotel ths Presi- 
dent went almost immediately to ths din- 
ing room, where 100 members and guests 
of tho Merchants' Club awaited him. The 
luncheon followed. 

The President was a figure in the 
strike situation In Chicago. In the af- 
ternoon ho received and responded to a 
written appeal handed to him by the 
labor lenders. In the evening he refer- 
red to the strike In a speech at tbo Iro- 
quois Club banquet. In response, to tho 
appeal presented to blm personally by 
President Shea of the teamsters, the 
President .urged reapct for low and or- 
der. He deprecated certain phrasing of 
the appeal and expressed a. wish, the la- 
bor leaders had not referred to federal 
troops as likely to he sent to. Chicago. 

Sneaking at the Iroquois Club ban- 
quet at night, President Itoosevelt de- 
clared mob rule would never triumph In 
this country.' Ho mnde a personal appli- 
cation of this assertion by turning to 
Mayor Dunne nnd telling him that be- 
hind the city administration stood the 
State. Then speaking to Gov. Deneen, 
ho assured him that back of the State 
stood tho aatalon. 

President Roosevelt also gave the 
trusts nad corporations his attention. He 
declared the federal government must 
take control of corporations, and strongly 
advocated the passage of~a law confer- 
ring on come executive body the power 
of supervision and regulation of tho great 
corporations. 

Speaking of mob rule, the President 
said: "There need not be the slightest 
apprehension In the hearts of the most 
timid that ever mob spirit will triumph 
in this country. If ever the need arises, 
back of the city stands the State and 
back of the State stands the nation." 

Other Important paragraphs from 
President Roosevelt's speech follow: 

We must recognise that ths time has now 
come wlieu It .Is essential In the Interests 
ot the public that there should be cxer- 



Approxlmatcly 300 persons were kilt- 
ed or Injured by n tornndo which 
struck tho town of Snyder at 11 o'clock 
Wednesday night. The first news of 
the disaster was received nt Hobart 
O. T., by telephone giving n bald state- 
ment of the tornado having struck the 
town. The wires, both telegraphic and 
telephonic, were down and no further 
news could be obtained directly from 
Snyder. 

It la reported that bodies nre, scat- 
tered all over the streets and surround- 
ing country. Tbo storm struck tbo town 
from tho southwest, traveling north 
until nbout 100 ynrds from tho Okla- 
homa City nnd Western railway track. 
Then It took a nortbensterly course 
through the business portion of the 
town. North of the track not a build- 
ing was left standing. 

Snyder was credited with 2,600 in- 
habitants. In Kiowa county, Oklahoma, 
In the Kiowa nnd .Comanche Indian 
country, opened to white settlement ia 
ltOl. The town was laid out largely 
by the St, Louis and Son Frnnclsco 
railway at the Junction of two of its 
lines, and the company erected Impor- 
tant buildings there. Knyder Is the 
divisional point for the Quanah divis- 
ion of the road. The town was named 
after Bryan Snyder, passenger traffic 
manager of the System. 

News was received in Guthrie from 
the 'Frisco station agent at Mountain 
Park, Kiowa county, a neighboring 
town of Snyder, to the effect that the 
town Is reported to be only partially 
destroyed, but that the list of dead, 
will total something between one and 
two hundred. 

This agent whose name could not be 
learned, made a personal visit to Sny* 
der, where ho observed tho details of 
tho calamity. Rumors to the effect 
that other towns In southwestern Okl*> 
homa were destroyed were declared by 
tho telephone exchanges to be lncoi<- 
rect 

Tho news of the terrible disaster 
came In meager bulletins from Hobart 
and Anadarko. Snyder is practically 
wiped out The 'Frisco Railroad sent 
a relief train from Cblckasha to Sny- 
der, with nil the doctors nnd nurses 
that could bo found, to render what 
ever aid possible. 

The storm broke over the town nt 11 
o'clock at night completely demolish- 
ing it, as near as reports can be ob- 
tained, One of the killed was J, M. 
Egan, agent of the 'Frisco at Snyder. 
Ho was formerly superintendent of tel- 
egraph for the 'Frisco system, and was 
one of the best-known telegraphers in 
tho West Snyder is a town of 1,000 
people In Kiowa County, on the 'Fris- 
co Railroad, and came Into existence 
about three years ago, 

A tornado struck the town of Quin- 
tan, In Woodward County, In tb-l 
northeastern part of Oklahoma. It de- 
stroyed n number of dwellings and 
killed two small sona of Mrs. O. W. 
Cox.

MOSQUITO A STATE PROBLEM. 

New Jersey Will Bpend 91,000,000' to 
Flcht tho Insect, 
New Jersey is ready to tackle the mos- 
quito as a State problem, a mosquito de- 
stroying bill having been passed by the 
tower house of tho State Legislature. It 
appropriates State aid to ths amount of 
$1,000 a year for first and second class 
cities and $500 a year In all other mu- 
nicipalities having marsh lands in which 
mosquitoes breed. ' 

First and second class cities are to 
bear BO per cent and the other munici- 
palities GO per cent of the cost of these 
battles against mosquitoes within their 
borders. The State will supply the bal- 
ance, up to the limit of $1,000 for each 
first and second class cities aud $500 
each for the smaller municipalities. If 
all the mosquito Infected communities 
apply for State aid this year, the total 
expenditure may run anywhere from 
$75,000. to $200,000, and this will repre- 
sent only about one-fourth of tho whole 
amount to be expended. The balance 
will be borae by the separate municipali- 
ties, 

, Two practical methods are proposed 
for fighting mosquitoes. The first consists 
In destroying tho eggs end larvae and 
the other lu preventive measures — mak- 
ing it impossible for the Insects to breed, 
To carry out the latter plna it Is pro- 
posed to drain tlio marsh lands of the 
State and to fill up all boles In the earth 
where water might lodge temporarily. 
Boards of Health will bo required to see 
that the catch basins of sewers are Gush- 
ed with water frequently and that cess- 
pools are made airtight. Rain barrels 
and other receptacles will be kept' .free 
from stagnant water and. cellars, If nec- 
essary, will be fumigated. The campaign 
against mosquitoes will ba carried, .It Is' 
proposed, luto every corner of Kew.Jor- . 
scy. ""^ 

Among the natural enemies of'adnlt 
mosquitoes are spiders, frogs, toads; Hs- 
arda, hats and birds. The larvae and 
eggs nro eaten by fish, especially bass. 
auufish, pike, chub suckers, porch and 
goldfish. ' A part of the plan of attack 
will be to keep ponds, lakes and foun- 
tain pools stocked with Insect-destroying 
fish. .

.India and neighboring countries aro 
the homo ot mystery and tho black 
arts, and devil possession Is spoken of 
and believed in thcro as much now as 
It ever was In -Palestine in tho dayn 
of holy writ.

Insects Fatal to Corn. 

As minions of dollars are lost na* 
nuolly through Insects Injurious to 
com, a better knowledge of tho sub- 
ject seems almost Imperative. It 
would pay to devote careful study to 
tho habits of corn Insects, and to those 
who wisb to do so It Is suggested 
that they writo to the State Agricul- 
tural College of Illinois nt Urbann for 
a free copy of Bulletin No. 05, which 
contains a full description of all tho 
Insects In question and many valuable 
suggestion*. 

la discussing the effects of Insects 
and. the general remedies that may be 
applied, the bulletin says: 

**Wlth few exceptions, the effects of 
injury to corn by Insects where thoy 
do not amount to a total distinction 
of the plant may be compared to the 
effects of simple starvation. Anything 
which lessen* the store of food laid 
cp la the corn kernel 'or use la germi- 
nation aad early growth, or damages 
wrtiMisSy the roots or the leaves, or 
draws j wit the sup before It has 
*erresl i:» parpe** la the plant prac- 
TkaUy accents b> tbe dlnlaotioa of 
the available t»i supplv. Aa Im- 
paxwijhed jcflE. vvcy dry wvattter. tb» 
dppiz^ cf «£Es aunt v«sel» of th» 
pixat by 53j:££3£ tnaectJ* or 4<struo 
tioa cf aay- cor£$hb>nLbb» port of Its 
roota bive cua.-wiiui*uj5rit walca raay 
be eUi.§*i as stumtttfa effects- 

*"Ta view cf tcj»« fi-rt*. It follows 
that asy aaBa£«i=*a£ which helps to 
maintain sod atreasthen the plant by 
fnrolshlns It better or more abundant 
food will lessen or perhaps wholly 
prevent losses from Insect injury, 
which must otherwise bt scrlons or 
complete. A strong, rich soil, well 
cultivated, watered and drained, may 
grow a good crop notwithstanding an 
amount of Infestation by chinch bugs, 
root lice, root worms and white grobs 
which would be fatal on poor land. 

"The good corn farmer may thus es- 
cape with a profitable yield under In- 
sect attacks which will leave bis less 
Intelligent or less careful brother In 
debt after hts crop Is harvested. This 
Is not merely because the vigorous 
plant will easily support an amount 
of lnjary under which the unthrifty

NOVEL GRAVITY RAIL SYSTEM. 



Fartlcularlx Adapted for Cromlcc 
Rivers, Corte* and the IAUc r 

A novel railway system has been In- 
vented by Abraham Abelson of New 
York City. This system Is particularly 
adapted for crossing rivers, gorges, ra- 
vines and tbo like, says the Scientific 
American, and Is designed to effect an 
economy over existing systems of trans* 
portatlon. 

It consists of a tower at each an- 
chorage built of skeleton frame work. 
In tho center of which nn elevator opo- 
rates. Cables are suspended from a 
cradlo at the tower top nnd anchored 
near the base of the opposite tower. 
Pivoted counterweights aro provided, 
which servo to keep tho cable taut and 
to com pens a to for any variations In 
cablo lengths. These weights nlso re- 
move the lateral pressure .on the tow- 
ers, producing instead a downward 
pressure thereon, 

Tbo system docs not require any ele- 
vated approaches to tho bridge en- 
trances. Tho transporter cars nre sus- 
pended from swivel trucks, which trav- 
el on tho cables. In practice a car Is 
raised by means of tho elevntor to the 
top of a tower, tho trucks being turned 
so as to ctenr the cables. When tho 
top of the tower la reached the trucks 
aro turned back to normal. position, so 
that on descent of tho. elevator they 
will rest on the cables, supporting tho 
cnr. Tho car thereupon doBceuds by 
gravity to tho opposlto tower. The 
cars nro entirely Independent of each 
other and the speed of the descending 
cur can bo regulated at will, thus af- 
fording a saving of time over such sys- 
tems as. employ two counter-balancing 
cars. v^-

It is an 
established fact that many Insects 
themselves will not thrive' as well or 
multiply ns rapidly on a vigorous, 
quickly growing plant as on one In 
feeble condition. 

"More speclnl measures are a proper 
rotation of crops, such that corn will 
not be exposed to Insects which have 
bred on the samo ground the preced- 
ing year, cither in other crops or fn 
tho corn Itself; timely plowing to 
forestall tho breeding of insects by 
destroying thein or their food; timely 
planting with reference to tho period 
of. the greatest abundance or greatest 
activity of certain species; nnd the use 
ot barriers against the movement of 
certain destructive species Into the 
corn from fields adjacent, combined 
with Insecticide measures against 
hordes of destructive Insects, which 
If left to themselves will work great 
and immediate harm." 



Stock He eta Compared.' 

The yields of thirty-throe of the 
principal Gentian, EiigllBli nnd French 
varieties of fodder beets are reported 
by a -German experimenter, and the 
experiments briefly described. Tbo 
cylindrical shaped varieties yielded the 
largest quantities of beets, the small- 
est v,quniitltlea of leaves, and stood 
lowest in sugar content, whlto the va- 
rieties approximating the shape of the 
sugar beet gave the lowest yield of 
beets, n very high yield of leaves, nnd 
f'nnkfcd first In sugar content Tho 
tankard varieties stood close to the 
cylindrical-shaped sorts In yield and 
composition, and tho globe varieties 
produced very large yields" of loaves 
mid a medium quantity of beets, with 
a sugar content ranging from satisfac- 
tory to high. Tho color of the beet 
showed no coiincctrau with Its "richness 
in sugar.— Now.

Commercial Fertilizers. 

There Is probably mare quibbling 
over fertilizer prices tlmn anything 
else that a farmer buys. Unquestion- 
ably the cheapest way of buying fer- 
tilizers Is to buy the several materials 
and do tho mixing on the barn door, 
but assuming this Is not done, then 
one should make It n point to sec that 
they buy the fertilizer which will glvo 
tbem the greatest amount ot tbo plant 
food they want In tbo smallest bulk, 
which means, of course, at the lowest 
price. For example, if a ton of the 
fertilizer, according to the analysis, 
contains per cent of potash (or any 
other plant food may bo figured on tho 
same basis), tbls^mcans 120 pounds of 
potash to the ton. 

If another fertilizer contains 12 per 
cent, or 2-10 pounds to the ton, the lat- 
ter is cheaper than tho first by exact- 
ly tho number of cents It costs less 
than double tho first Reducing It to 
pounds, if one costs 5 cents a pound 
and tho other 0, the Inst Is tho cheap*' 
est, If you get It at the rale a pound 
for tho bulk. If you want potash, and 
pay |20 for a ton of fertilizer Contain- 
ing 120 pounds ot potash. It Is cheaper 
to pay $33 for a ton of fertilizer con- 
taining 210 pounds of potash. 

Tho samo plnn of figuring works 
through all the fertilizer bought, so 
that It Is easy to see that n fertilizer 
cheap In price is not always cheap 
when results are figured out The mere 
matter of bulk lias uothing to do with 
the case. It might as well be sawdust 
If it does not contain tho elements 
you want and at fair prices.

Tho western express on tbo Pennsyl- 
vania Itatlroad, known as the Cleve- 
land-Cincinnati Express, crashed Into 
a freight train which contained two 
cars of dynanrttocarly Thursday morn- 
ing at South Harrisburg, Fa., and tbo 
explosions that followed brought death 
to thirty porsona and gravo Injuries to 
perhaps ono hundred more. Tho pas- 
sengers numbered 100 and nearly ev- 
eryone was klllad or Injured, 

Doth trains were piled in a mass of 
wreckage which a t once took tire. The 
flames from tho blazing mass wero so 
fierce Hint rescuers who hurried to tho 
spot attracted by the noise of tbo ex- 
plosion wero unable to approach tht 
pyre of tho dead and Injured, 

Following ttlo crash of the wreck, 
three distinct explosions. wero heard. 
The spread of tho flames caused sev- 
eral later blasts, adding to the fierce- 
ness of tho blazQ nnd increasing tbo 
number of casualties. As tho smoko 
rolled from tho wreck tbo forms of 
men and women could bo seen beneath 
tbo timbers which had formed tho pas- 
senger cars, and their cries for help 
wero piteous. 

Tho train was rifhnlng as tbo sec-- 
ond section of tho west bound express, 
which left New York nt 5:65 p. m., and 
tho first section of which passed 
through Harrisburg at midnight Tho 
second and fated section was running, 
nearly an hour behind the regular ex- 
press.. The title of the train was tho 
Clot/eland and Cincinnati express, bat 
at Pittsburg certain cara were mads 
up again for the Chicago train. 
Canse of tbs Wreck. 

The wreck was caused by a smaller 
wreck to tho freight train, which was 
east bound. Passing the plant of the 
Paxtang Electric Company,- near Cedar 
street, an air hose of the freight burst 
and several cars in the middle of ths 
train buckled up and fell across the 
passenger tracks at tho side. 

Almost at tho same moment the ex- 
press train, with ten coaches, dashed 
along and plunged Into the wrecked 
freight cars. Tbo boiler of the passen- 
ger locomotive blew up and tbo concus- 
sion caused the Immediate explosion of 
the two cara of dynamite In the freight 
The force of tho collision crushed all 
tbo passenger cars, which plied up in 
a huge mass with those of tho freight 
Instantly the two trains were masses 
of flames. 

With the crash the passengers, all of 
whom were asleep in their berths, were 
hurled In all directions. Many wore 
tossed free of the wreckage, some 
down .{ho railroad embankment, some 
Into the Susquehanna river, which par- 
allels tho railroad In thnt locality. All 
who were not pinned in the debris or 
wholly incapacitated ran away from' 
the burning mass, which kept explod- 
ing and scattering debris like a vol- 
cano. 

It was impossible for those who es- 
caped uninjured to reach the Imprison- 
ed passengers, whose cries rent the air 
for blocks. As soon aa some of tho 
dead and injured were reached they 
were laid in rows along tbo tracks. 

The passenger train, which was en- 
tirely demolished or burned, bad con- 
sisted of one locomotive, torn to pieces 
when the explosion occurred; six Pull- 
man sleeping' coaches, two baggage 
enrs, one mall coach and ono engine 
tender. 

The first explosion beard was that 
of the boiler of tho passenger locomo- 
tive. This was followed by a terrific 
noise when tho dynamite car went up. 
The car was No. 713S3 of tho Erie 
railroad and had a cargo of 5,000 
pounds of dynamite. 

Soon after the wreck many negroes 
and foreigners were on the. scene 
searching for loot. 

M'KINLEY TOMB TO BE COSTLY 

Memorial Association Decides on a 
Mansoletttn Worth f 000,000. 

The, trustees of the McKlnley National 
Memorial Association havo approved the 
design for a mausoleum submitted by II. 
Van Duron McQonlgle, consulting archi- 
tect. of the board. It wns decided that 
work should be begun at onco. 

The body of President McKlnley Is la 
a public vault In Wostlawn cemetery, 
Canton, Ohio, The association has pur- 
chased a tract of land adjoining the cem- 
etery, which will bo known as Monu- 
ment hill. The approach to the hill, 
which is seventy- four feet high, called 
"The Mall," Is 000 feet. long and will bt 
boautlQed at an expense of $50,000, 
Along, the middle of this mall, with a 
wide walk on either side, will be an ar- 
tificial Inke. A broad flight of steps will 
form a part of tbo mausoleum. From 
tho foot of the bill to the top of the' 
mausoleum the height of tho stone struc- 
ture will be about 175 feet. 

Tho' mausoleum will In general rcsem- 
b!o the tomb, of Gen. Grant The mala 
feature will ho a dome about 75 feet In 
diameter and 100 feet high. The struc- 
ture will bo ot granite, but tho. Interior 
will bo finished in white marble. The 
entire cost will bo $500,000.

Melville r„ Stone K.tlnnitei Hint the 
Association Slake* for Peace. — 

Toe Associated PrcaB has been able 
to uatirp in a largo m ensure the func- 
Uoiib or the diplomat, mid I think It 
innkpn for universal peace Jn n to- 
rantkiiblo wny. Inritonu of public rjaca- 
tlons now pnsslng through the long 
nnd (odious methods of diplomacy as 
formerly, the story Is told with nutlior- 
Hy by the Associated Press. Tho point 
of vlow of n country Is presented no 
longer by diplomatic coiniiniiilealton, 
but In the dlripatehes of the Associated 
Press. 

A striking instance of this occurred 
some months ngo, when n Jnpnnesc 
wnr vessel went into the neutral lmr- 
bor of Cldfu ami captured the Itychlt- 
nliil, n Itusnlnn gunbont which had 
sought nri asylum tliere. Our corre- 
siioudent was on the Rycliltclnl when 
the Japniioso llciitcuniit and a detneh- 
ment arrived, nnd was a pcrsonnl wit- 
ness of the occurrence. lllo story np- 
penrcd throughout the civilized world, 
and whs made the subject of rcprcscu- 
tatlons by ltusnln, through her ally, 
Prance. In less than n week tho Japa- 
nese government propnred a careful de- 
fense of their action nnd handed It to 
Mr. Egnn, our correspondent In To- 
klo t with n request that ho send It 
throughout tho world, ft was done, 
and it closed the Incident. They made 
no effort, and distinctly said that they 
would make none, to send an official 
answer to Russia on the subject 
through the ordinary channels of di- 
plomacy, but chose rather to send It 
through the agency of tho Associated 
Press. 

Tho ntithorlllcs of tho foreign of- 
fices of tho different European govern- 
ments recognize the Independence of 
tho Associated Press, nnd have vir- 
tually made choice of It as a forum 
for tho discussion of current questions 
of International Interest. They recog- 
nize that a telegram of the Associated 
Press, published as It Is, throughout 
tho world, unless Immediately explain- 
ed, may arouse a public sentiment that 
can never bo met by the ordinary meth- 
ods of diplomacy. They recognize that 
In the end it is tho high court of pub- 
lic opinion tlmt must settle Interna- 
tional questions, nnd not the Immediate 
determination of the foreign office of 
nny country. — Prom Melville E. Stone's 
"Tho Associated Press," In the Cen- 
tury."

It Cost Kouropatkin a Victory at Llao- 
yang and Yen-Tal. 

Kouropntkln cannot fas pronounced 
free of all blame, says a writer In the 
London Standartl, In spite of the vari- 
ous manifestations of Incapacity on 
the part of those occupying his com- 
'in an da. ant] In spite of the fatal Inter- 
ferences by the viceroy In his plan of 
campaign. 

The passive defense continually 
maintained lone after it was neces- 
sary, the termination of every encoun- 
ter before a decision had been arrived 
at, and the Interminable retreats 
caused thereby, could only damp the 
enthusiasm of the army. 

The weak point in Kouropatkln's 
conduct, for which In other respects 
good military reasons can be assigned, 
must be sought in his attnehtng too 
light weight ta moral considerations 
and In disregarding the reaction which 
the Blow but constant advance of the 
Japanese produced among his troops 
and followers. 

Finally, the disdain of the Imponder- 
ables of Immeasurable psychical Influ- 
ences avenged Itself on tho commnn- 
dcr-In-chlef himself by drawing him 
down Into the whirlpool of the army's 
shaken confidence. At the decisive 
moments on the blotd-sodden battle- 
fields of Llaoyang nnd Yentnl his com- 
posure deserted him and when only 
requiring to stretch out his hand to 
gain tho laurels he yielded them to bis 
opponent. 

It was only during the nine days' 
battle botween Mukden and Llaoyang 
that Gen. Kouropntkln regnlncd his 
lost confidence, and it was only due to 
his undying resistance during that pe- 
riod that the Russian army was en- 
abled to maintain Us positions and 
even to gain fresh footing.
